THE SEDUCTION CASE, 


(From the Bowmanville Statesman.) 
We were surprised and disgusted with a 
report which we noticed a few days ago, in 
the Globe of Toronto, of a trial for seduction 
over whioh his honor Judge Haggerty pre- 
sided, We regret being compelled to make 
any disparaging temarks in reference to 


that gentleman, a3 we haye always enter- 
tained decided respect for his talents, char- 
acter and position, but his charge to the 
jury on the above case was so unfecling, 
ungallant and unfair, that we feel it our 
duty to bring his conduct on the occasion 
before an intelligent community. We for- 
get the names of the parties concerned in 
the prosecution, and defence, but the facts 
were these. A farmer up West had a 
daughter about 17 years of age, attending 
a Sabbath School in which another mar- 
ried man was a teacher, under whose care 


man could wish. I don't know how it is, 
but they seem to like the singing.” 

Tn the course of a few years, the two 
farmers were chosen deacons of the church, 
and they both adorned their profession.— 
About the time of their election a grievous 


generally were laying up their corn 
to plant the ensuing season, A poor man, 
living in the town, went to Deacon Hunt 
and said: “I have come to buy a bushel

all that I can gather.” The deacon told 
him he could not spare a bushel for love 
nor money.

urged his suit, but in vain: At last he said,

A CAPITAL STORY. 


The importance of importing your own 
stock, if you are going into the ‘wool busi- 
ness, is very emphatically enforced in the 
following capital story, that comes to us 
from 4 very agreeable correspondent ;

Jones returned unexpectodly and at once 
commenced abusing mo roundly, and said 
ho didn’t want any pedlars about his house. 
I gave him back change in his own coin 
till he cooled down, when I at length asked 
him what made him mad aot all ‘gentlemen 
in my line of business?’ He told mo, 

“A fow months ago a Yankoo pedlar was 
about hero selling lis tinware, and taking 
pay in anything he could get. My noigh- 
bor farmor, Mr. Brown, had a very trouble- 
some ram; one time he jumped the fence 
and got into the wheat, and anothor day 
into the corn, and was always whore ho had 
bo business to be. Ono diay just as tho 
farmer had got him out and tied up, this 
podlar camo alony, and wanted to soll hia 
tinwaro, Mr. Brown said to would sell 
him the old ram, und tako his pay in tin, 
| The pediar took bim up, offering him two 

Jollare’ worth of his truck for the ugly old 
sheep picked out hi 


the farmer agreed 


the girl in question was placed, being a 
pupil in the class allotted tohim. His in- 
fluence as a teacher was used in securing 
the friendship of his pupil, and afterwards 
meeting her in the bush, where she was 
hunting for her father’s cows, ho seduced 
her. Having repeatedly met her under 
similar circumstances, in tle course of 
twelve months she brought forth w child, 
her friends the mean time being completely 
ignorant of her condition until a few days 
previous to her confinement. ‘The father 
of the girl brought a suit for damages, and 
the judge charged the jury not to allow a 
farthing, declaring that tho father and the 
seduced girl ought to be ashamed to ap- 
pear in court on such an errand, and charg- 
ed the father with neglecting the education 
of his daugliter, although she declared on 
her oath, that the seducer carried her into 
the woods and coerced her. Had tho 
father not been anxious tb Have hor educat- 
ed, she would not have been exposed to 
the wiles of the miscreant who used his 
religious position, as a means to gratify his 
unholy passion. When we consider the 
fact that three persons in the province last 
year took law in their own hand, and killed 
the vile seducers who ruined tho peace of 
their families, and that the Legislature of 
the proyince last session was compelled by 
popular opinion to bring in « Bill to make 
seduction a criminal case, we wonder at 
the temority of tho judge, and at the pro- 
stitution of his office to heap insult on a 
distressed family seeking redress in accor 
dance with the law of the land, which at 
best is nothing but solemn mockery, 

If Judges are thus to insult wounded 
foelings, and screen: stich vile wretches as 
the miscreant in question, we would not 
wonder to seo tho Port Hope tragedy re- 
peadly acted. English law on seduction is 
4 disgrace to any nation professing christi- 
anity, and if Judges aro to frown down 
every legal attempt at obtaining anything 
in the shape of redress nt the hands of the 
courts, then society will have to protect it 
self the best way that it can from such hor- 
rid wretches as secure the only sympathy 
which such gentlemen as Judge Haggerty 
have to bestow, 

Will not Mr. Mowatt or Mr. Wallbridgo 
bring in o Bill making seduction a capital 
crimo, or at all events a penitentiary caso ? 
Society must be protected from the cold 
hearted wretches who prowl around like 
midnight assassins, and inflict n more pain- 
ful wound in tho bosom of the innocent, 
unsuspecting families, than over did the 
assassin’s dirk, If our legislators neglect 
the law, and leave respectable families open 
to such injury and insult, as ondured by the 
farmer in question, wo need not wonder 
though tho Wenel be despised, and redress 
bo sought in » way both irregular and in- 
jurious to the best interests of society ; and 
should mon stung with madooss, spurn the 
dollar satisfaction, and seck redross through

We have to do with Kilkenny ag 
Cho Romish disturbers haye fixed upon 
that place 3 the spot where their intoler- 
ance may be oxhibited with impunity, and 
where their concentrated angor may be 
poured upon tho unoffending Protestant in- 
habitants. It was too mitich for ther to 
live even for a couple of short months in 
parual peace with their fellow counttyrtien 
of a different creed. They are impatient 
for an outbreak. A local row, giving them 
an opportunity of assailing the persons of 
the heretical with bludgeon and brickbat, 
would gratify thom extremely, Their de- 
sire of turbulence is unappeasable, They 
will not rest until they stone the Protestant 
clergyman and Scripture-reader out of the 
city. It would not appear thattheir priests 
aro doing anything to restrain their brutal 
disposition ; and it is not a little remarkable 
that attacks on Protestants invariably fol- 
low the visit of Foreign athers, or “ Mis- 
sioners” of Ultramontanism, to tho towns 
of the South and West. Those incendiary 
preachers, by pronouncing the most scand- 
slous libels upon a Protestant Government, 
a Protestant Church, clergy, and people, 
stir up the evil passions of their ignorant 
hearers ; and thus become directly charge- 
able with all the violence that is so frequent- 
ly the result of their teaching, 

The other evening a display of the most 
insulting and dangerotis character took place 
in Kilkenny. About five hundred Roman- 
ists, men, women, and boys, marshalled in 
procession, marched through the public 
streets, bearing on poles effigiesof“Soupers,” 
Tho demonstration was no chance matter. 
Its leading spirits bore drums and banners. 
The thing Ne been well organised. In 
order to evince their deadly hatred to tho 
Protestants of the place; the mob beat the 
efligies with sticks as they proceeded along 
the thoroughfares, signifying what sort of 
treatment they meant to give any adven- 
turous Reader who might dare to enter the 
streets during the riot. After patrolling 
the principal localities defiantly, this dense 
mob, as if acting by previous concert, rush« 
ed towards the Mission House, and broke 
the windows.

| Federal Union of the North American 


Provinces. 


From the Portland State of Maine. 

Four great political events have taken 
place in the history of North America, 
The overthrow of the French power by the 
capture of Quebec, in 1759,—the Ametican 
Revolution, of 1776,—the settlement of our 
North Eastern Boundary dispute by the 
Ashburton Treaty, in 1842,—and the Re- 
ciprocity Treaty, of 1854. Another one of 
equal importance is foreshadowed in the 
movement of Mr, Galt, in the Canadian 
Parliament, for a Federal Union of British 
North America. Some will venture to ex- 
tend these speculations still farther, and 
predict a flnal Union with the Northern 
States, and a new political division of the 
continent. 

The first intimation of the project of a 
Federal Union, that we recollect, was by 
Lord Brougham, in 1837, in the midst of 
the Canadian rebellion of that year. At 
that time our relations with England were 
of the most delicate character. The out- 
break alorg our Canadian frontier,—the 
irritation growing out of our North Eastern 
Boundary dispute, the Oregon question, 
and tho right of visitation,—were all sub- 
jects of earnest and grave discussion be- 
tween the two governments, Lord Brough- 
am spoke of this union asa military moye- 
ment, designed “to counterbalance the co- 
lossal empire of the West.”

He received 
a strong escort of police, and was taken to 
his residence amid’ the hootings of tho dis- 
appointed multitude, who kept up tho ex- 
citement till a late’ hour in the evening. 

When one reads this account, be asks 
himself in amaze whether this is, indeed, 
the age of civil and religious liberty— 
whether it is not rather the counterpart of 
centuries back, when Rome sought to thrust 
back the Reformation by Papal censures, 
put it force by poptilar commotions? To 
see tho tnchanged and unchanging spirit 
of Popery, look upott the pee Kilkenny 
presents; Wero it possible to repeat the 
same scefies in Dublin, they would bo ro- 
produced here, Indeed, it is not tong 
since we were treated to something very 
like them in the Coombe, Whatever local 
advantages, such as tho apathy of the mag- 
istracy, or the want of spirit of Protestants 
themselves, give omic encouragement, ether 
sho throws off the silken robe that conceals 
her natural deformity, and plays the char 
acter that is properly her own—the char- 
acter which she bears in universal history. 

We ca!l upon the Goyornment to secure 
the peace of Kilkenny by sending into the 
town a largor constabulary force, and if the 
local magistrates cannot disperse such a 
dangerous mob as is described above, let 
their authority be superseded for a time by 
an oxperienced person capablo of fulfilling 
their duties. ‘The Protestants of Kilkenny 
must bo secured in the unrestrained exercise 
of their religious liberty, at any cost to the 
city, no matter what trouble may be given 
to tho Executive; and we feel confident 
Lord Eglinton will not seo them insulted 
and thoir lives imperilled by such riots ns 
that which bas ocourred this week, We 
havo n word to tho directors of the Sooiety 
for Irish Church Missions. They must not 
shrink from the task of maintaining thoir 
testimony in Kilkenny. They are uphold- 
ing the Puree of religious freedom 
againet rabid intolorancy, and if they gave 
up their ground, in a short time thoro 
would not be a Romish town in the country 
that would not bo mado too hot for Protes 
tant rosidonta.

The Double Majority Question.” 


Tae double majority question occupied 
the attention of the House during’ the 
greater part of Wednesdy and Thursday; 
Mr, Thibadeau's resolution has been already 
published, and we have selected from the 
reported debate an outline of Mr, Sicotte’s 
and Mr, J. 8. Macdonald’s speeches, the 
first in opposition to, and the latterin favor 
of the principle. 

Mr. Sicotte suid the whole question lay 
in the definition of the Parliamentary 1ma- 
jority which was tho basis of all our legis- 
lation, ‘Che double majority seemed to be 
an anomaly even in name, and if it were 
carried out, Parliamentary majority would 
depend not on unity, but sometimes on the 
diligence of unities, | It was an impossibili- 
ty, however tegarded. The single majority 
was tho basis of a national system. ‘To do- 
ny its application is to deny that tho Pro: 
yinces were united, There could be in one 
country, but one legality, and to carry out 
the double majority would be to create two, 
Such a courg would destroy our national 
systom, and destroy the hope of those who 
wished to see Canada a great and unitod 
country. In ono country there ought to 
bo but dno legislature; to acknowledge 
tho double majority principle would be to 
create two, On questions which affected 
the general interests of the country, it would 
bo impossible to carry out the double ma- 
jority, for if it wore adopted, that part of 
any government which roprosonted that 
portion of tho country from which an ade 
verso vote had been given woud have to 
rosign ; government would become impos 
sible; and tho conclusion would be that tho 
two sections would havo to Hy indo- 

ondently of cach othor, (Llear) Tha 
double majority system ought properly to 
bo called tho minority system. (Henr,) It 
would introduc an unnecessary quality in 
to the country, tho sections would be in 
constant antagonism, and progress would 
become impossible, (Hear.)

The only difference between Himself 
now, and the gentlemen on the treasury 
benches, was, that ho thought tho double 
majority principle indispensable, While thoy 
thought it not indispensable when it did 
not suit them. Ho rominded the Lower 
Canadians that they were not the ascendant 
in the Province. ‘They liad been called tho 
inferior raco—they bad Once beon driven to 
robellion, and the same things might again 
occur, although now the Lower Canadians 
wore featornising with their former oppros- 
sore.

‘The latest and it may be said the most un- 
expected charge of corruption, is that which 
has been made against the chief Superintend- 
ent of Education for Upper Canada, 
cific charge ig that during the years 1854, 
1855, and 1866, a large sum of public money 
was placed in Dr. Ryerson’s hands in his offi- 
cial capacity,—that this sunt was deposited by 
hinwtin the Bank of Upper Canada, under an

we can learn from the most reliablo sources 
of information, they have been discharges of 
blank cartridges,—and this, we presume, has 
been only resorted to when the usual means 
of “bringing a vessel to” has proved ineffee- 
tual. Whether the cartridges were all blank 
or not, one thing is quite certain, no serious 
damages aro alleged. Enough has however 
been done to insult brother Jonathan, and 
standing upon his dignity he denies the right 
of search, and demands of tho British Goyern- 
mont apology and reparation for the damage 
already done to thé honor of the nation. 

The position assumed by Genoral Cass is, 
under the circumstances, exceedingly unte- 
nable. lor while tho United States with oth- 
er Christian nations, agree in declaring the 
slave trade to be a Piracy, they certainly can- 
not forbid its punishment, or throw any ob- 
structions in the way of its speedy or ultimate 
suppression. Pirates aro outlaws—they be- 
long to no nation, are under the protection 
of none, and the cruisers of every nation haye 
wright to seize and punish thom whenoyer 
they are discovered. All nations are inter- 
ested in their destruction and punishment.— 
Being the common enemies of the whole 
world, the flag of no nation can protect thom. 
It is the privilege thorefore of every cruiser 
to board any vessel suspected of being pirat- 
ical, no matter what flag sho carries, or on 
what part of the high seas she may be found. 
By the laws of the United States, all yessols 
bringing slaves to the coasts are declared to 
be pirates. On this broad ground then they 
are liable to seizure by the cruisers of Great 
Britain, or any other nation: “If this right be 
granted, thon they haye the further right to 
ascertain by search and examination whether 
a vessel be piratical or not, If this last right 
be denied, then pirates may hoist’ the Ameri- 
can flag and’ sail the high seas with impunity 
—a consequence of Mr, Cass’s position as ab- 
surd ns it is inconsistent with the interest and 
law of nations. By tho British law ‘every 
man!s house is his castle,” and froe from search 
and intrusion without the owner's consent; 
yet nono would be so insane as to urge this 
general principle of law to the exclusion of 
the right of search by the officers of justice 
for atolon goods or'concealed criminals; and 
yet this reasoning is only analogous to that 
of the Secretary of the United States, 

We look upon the quarrel attempted to be 
got up between the two nations, as only a 
dodge of the Buchanon administration to di- 
vert attention from doniostic troubles, The

Ryerson thinks he had a perfect right to turn 
the contingency to his own profit, in lieu of 


the additional pay that should have been al- 
lowed him. ‘The Doctor furtliermore states, 
that on December 29th 1856, he addressed a 
letter to the Governor in Council on this sub- 
ject, praying their decision as to whether he 
was not entitled to receive this interest in con- 
sideration of the foregoing premises, to which 
letter he has not as yet received any answer. 

Unfortunately for this part of the Doctor’s 
defence, he had appropriated the money in 
dispute before the letter in question was writ- 
ten, The proper course that would strike an 
upright man would have been to have obtained 
a decision in the first instance. “What is still 
more unfortunate, it appears from the testimo- 
ny of the Auditor General, Mr, Langton, that 
Dr, Ryerson did not write this letter of his 
own accord, but in consequence of a corres- 
pondence between himself and the Auditor, in 
which he (the Doctor) was urgently pressed 
to give some account of this large amount of 
money illegally retained. The decision of the 
Governor in Council was then apparently in- 
yoked more by way of justification of the re- 
tention, than otherwise. 

No one will for a moment dispute that the 
salary should haye kept pace with the increase 
of official duties and responsibilities, and no 
one doubts that this reasonable request would 
have been granted if proper application had 
been made. But we ieee no evidence that 
such application was made. ‘ho precedent 
would be most dangerous to allow a dispenser 
of the public funds to be the judge of his own 
increased worth and to Fab himself according- 
ly out of the money in his hands. It does not 
alter the argument to say that it was only the 
interest and not the principal which was 
taken. ‘The first is as much the property of 
the public as the latter, and any private appro- 
priation was highly improper. ‘The argument 
18 not altered by alleging that the interest was 
only an inciden(al ond not a permanent ad- 
yantage, and one scoured by private arrange 
ment, If it be admitted that a public officer 
has a right to speculate. even in the smallest 
degree with the public funds, there certainly 
cannot be any limit placed upon tho extent of 
such speculation, or the corruption thereupon 
attending. He is in duty bound to use the 
money in his hands, not for his personal pro- 
fit and advantage, but strictly and solely for 
those of the public. 

It would be a monstrous proposition to lay 
down that every dispenser of public money 
should have all the interest which might ac- 
crue upon balances remaining a stated time in 
deposit. If this wero the case the public 
would be constantly defrauded of thoir rights, 
by having moneys detained beyond the proper 
periods, on some pretext manufactured for the 
oceasion. If Dr, Ryerson has the right, all 
others having public finds at their disposal 
equally possess this right. If it is not sound 
as a general principle, it cannot be justified in 
individual cases, And oven af it has beon a 
general practice, instead of excusing the Doo- 
tor, it makes the matter worse, inasmuch ag

We beg to draw patticular attention to 
the following important article on the Nun- 
nery Bill from the Montreal Zerald :— 

The vote upon this Bill was one of those 
events which mark the course of history far 
more truly than the speeches of ministers 
and members of Parliamont, made at con- 
venience and to be contradicted at the next 
exigency. It is indicative of the opinion of 
the mass of the people of Upper Canada, 
which is permanent and progressive, and is 
in that respect very different from the opin- 
ions of members of the ministry, whoa few 
yeara or a few weeks ago would havo pro- 
claimed just the opposite principle from 
that which they now act upon, ‘Lhe con- 
clusion is just what we have always endea- 
vored to place fairly before the people of 
our own, section of the country,—that 
whether the views of Mr. Brown aro right 
or wrong, they are not the ravings of a 
small knot of excited fanatics, of scheming 
demagogues; but utterances of the grave 
and deliborato sentiments of « large popu- 
lation, It is not in virtue of the so-called 
bunkum speeches and yotes of the clear 
grits that this sentiment exists. On the 
contrary, such men among that party as are 
influenced by personal motiyes—and no 
doubt there are many such—have taken up 
thoir peculiar political creed because they 
found that it had » hold in the minds and 
heads of thepeople. Wehave thought that 
this was a fact which ought to be apprecia- 
ted and not ignored by those who would 
wish to act intelligently in or upon the 
course of public events in Canada, aud we 
repeat, tho vote on the bill for permitting 
the Saurs Grises to sell their proporty is a 
complete justification of all that we haye 
advanced on the subject. The object of the 
measure was one which touched little upon 
the Upper Canadian notion of the impro- 
priety of permitting corporations, law or 
clerical, to acquire lands, and make the pro- 
fit out of them which would otherwise fall 
to the lot of the people, by whose labor and 
enterprise these lands alone become yaluablo, 
It conferred no power to hold moro landed 
property, measured by its money value, than 
the bodies at present possess; butso strong 
was the feeling in the House against any 
holding of real estato in the manor con- 
templated, that almost the whole Upper 
Canadian representation went in a body for 
an amendment to prevent tho ro-investment 
in other lands of the produce of the landed 
property now to be sold. Tho position of 
the ministry upon the bill was a isecutih 
one. 'Thoy hold office simply by the good 
will of tle Lower Canadian majority and 
spain tho steady majority of thie people of 

pper Canada, and they profess to morit 
this Lower Canadian support by maintain- 
ing a cohesion in an Uppor Canadian party, 
who aro disposed to support Lower Cana- 
diqn views. They constantly talk about 
the no-Popory howl of the Opposition, and 
claim credit for having among theft frionde, 
nono of those feelings of islibe to Catholic 
Institutions, which they aflect to consider as 
80 illiboral and unstatemanlike.

An Extra Word, or so, anent Sermonizing, 


From the Streetsville Review. 

Universal experience demonstrates that 
tho prevailing essay style of preaching, is 
greatly unfitted for the promotion of popu- 
lar edification. 

There is a want of reality about it—an 
absence of flesh and blood, so to speak,— 
which any amount of learning or picty, or 
theological accumen cannot counterbalance 
or comporsata for, 

Just concsiverof a huckster‘of haberdash- 
ery, transacting ‘business after sonie such 
fashion as the following: 

“ "My beloved sistors, I purpose, in the 
first place, taking down for your inspection 
yonder roll of watered silk. 

“Tn the second place it shall’be my. pri 
vilege t6 unfold the same upon’ this” mer: 
cantile table, or cotnter'as it is commonly 
valled, ; 

“Thirdly, it will ‘be: my ondeavor to 
make you familiat with its varied attrac- 
tions and recommendations. 

“ Next, should I be so fortunate as to cay 
ry your taste and judgment along with me, 
my province will be to measure and cut off 
a-certain modicum thereof. 

“ And in coneliision, (tho little bill being 
liquidated) one of my young'men will con- 
vey it in safety to:your messuage, or taber- 
nacle, or place of abode,” 

What would bo the consequence of such 
a kilndried and pedantic mode of address? 

Why, the flatulent haberdasher would 
be unanimously yoted'a bore; and if the 
weather happened to be sultry, the clients 
of the drone would be snoozing ore the 
merchandize became forthcoming. 

Very far are we from adyocating a style 
of ultra-familiarity in the pulpit. — 

Never should the clorgyuian forget that 
he is an ambassador of the “King of 
Kings,” and that he is engaged in delivering 
the moat momentous message which mor- 
n| tals by any possibility could receive. 

Granting all this, however, to the fullest 
oxtont, we contend that the mode of the 
speakor’s language ought to be such, as to 
arrest and keep up the attention of men ns 
they ara,

most appetitive method of preaching, in 
times whon all things wore a formal aspect, 
from the arrangoment of» }, Lo outting, 
off a doublet or pair of shoes, Then there 
was a reality in the pulpit evsay, which 
had no tendency to engender slumber or 
listlessness. 

Tho age of formality has passod away, 
however, and a congregation to be edified 
must be spoken to in language—dignified, 
we grant—but still in unison with tho col- 
loquial features of the timo in which they 
live.

ion, D'Salles, Mason, Thibadeau, Langevin, 
and others, on both sides, no such demonstra- 
ion may be necessary; but with many it is 
Necessary, and jta repetition will be called for 
until we obtain freely our full mede of con- 
sideration from, our co-religionists of French 
descent. 

Of the disposition of the English population 
proper towards us, 1 have as yet very imper- 
fect information, The pretensions of an 
Englishmen ina Colony are always the high- 
est, but this oluss is not often organized. For 
the true English charactor I have and always 
had a high respect, as those who remember 
sonic of my early Irish spé@thes, know. In 
this Province, however, I have come more into 
contact with Scotchmen than Englishmen,

Tho weather has been fine since our last, 
and the crops on the dry sandy soils never, 
perhaps, looked ‘better. Wet, clayey or 
mucky soils, could not be worked hitherto : 
anu consequently, the crop from these will 
be lost this year, unless turnips, or some 
rapidly growing crop is sown, To meet a 
case like this, every farmer should, we think, 
sow thickly a small patch of mangold wurt- 
zel or sugar beet eurly in the season, the 
plants from whieh would be roady for set- 
ting out about the énd of June in places 
|\whera other crops had failed, Beets grow 
as Well this way as when sowed where they 
are to staid, and make excellent food for 
cattle in winter and early spring. 
The agricultural repor¢ trom Michigan, 
which is chiefly light sandy soi}, is very fa- 
vorable, but from. the heayy prairie Jands 
it continues very unfavorable, thongh the 
weathor had at last become fair, New 
wheat was beginning to come to market in 
the Southern States. 
From Chicago we learn that Wheat, 
which had goue up to704 cents on account 
of the rains and floods, had slightly receded 
again on account of the depreasing advices! 
from Britain by Asia and Nova Scotian,| 
The price on the 14th was 70 cc nts, with- 
out much animation, being an advance of 
74 cents within about two wecks, Tho} 
shipments of Wheat from C icago for tho 
week ending on that day were 284,883 
bushels, and of Corn, 158,886.. Thedatter 
was very buoyant, having advanced to 54 
cents for good parcels. Oats were also in 
domand at 33 to 84 cents, which is alarge 
advance from the lowest point. Pork had| 
declined to $16 for Mess, Lard was in| 
demand at 9} to 10 cents, 

The quantity of produce arriving in 
Montreal has considerably fallen off, and

Grand Trunk,” 

To have the lie fastened upomhim in a man- 
ner so direct, was too much for poor Cayley’s 
weak nerves. His moral courage gave way, 
and ho deemed physical violence the only 
mode of defence left. Doubling up his fists 
and putting himself in a proper pugilistic at- 
titude, he told the senior member for Toronto 
that he was an “infamous scoundrel,” Mr. 
Brown, springing to his feet, prepared him- 
self for the onslaught, and retorted, “at any 
rate, you are fixed for the rest of your life.” 
Tho Ministerial pugilist not liking appear- 
ances, seized an inkstand for the purpose of 
projection, with which he might haye done 
some damage, had not othor members of the 
Committee intefered, 

Things have come to a’pretty pass, when 
Ministers of the Crown resort to the argu: 
ments of common bullies and blackguards, 
We more than half regret, however, that Mr. 
Brown did not administer to his antagonist a 
sound thrashing, just for the purpose of tench- 
ing him better manners for the future. Ho 
had an excellent chance to upset the Govern: 
ment (or at least one department), and he 
should not have let the opportunity slip, 

In his returns, for the purposes of decep- 
tion, Mr. Cayley puts down the amount of 
debentures sold as £379,000, instead of £500,- 
000. From the evidence before the commit- 
tec, we find numerous mistakes of a similar 
character, According to the Returns, £60,- 
848 had been paid towards the sinking fund 
of the Province, in 1856, According to evi- 
dence, it was no€ paid till 18 months after- 
wards. By the Returns, £73,000 was paid 
into said fund last year; according to eyi- 
dence, it has not been paid atall. What 
confidence then can the public haye in the 
statement of public accounts furnished by Mr, 
Cayley? And yet the organs of the Ministry 
have the unblushing impudence:to assert that 
Mr. Cayley is a slandered and persecuted in- 
dividual! that these charges are all false and 
malicious! ‘These organs understand ono 
thing, and act upor the samo, viz., that impu- 
dent falsehood is more potent ‘than modest 
and unassuming veracity. Their power to 
deceive, however, is but brief. They know 
thix,—hence thoir energy in its present ex- 
ercise. 


THE CROPS. 


We regret to learn that the Midge has al- 
ready commenced its fearful ravages in this 
County. ‘The prospect of the Wheat crop was 
excellent until its appearance. Now there is 
fevery prospect of a partial if not a total de- 
struction, ‘The wet weather in the Spring 
was yery damaging to the Spring crops. Ma- 
ny farmers were prevented by ‘it from sowing 
the usual quantity of grain until it was too late 
in thesenson, The grain which had been suwn 
before the long sevies of rains commenced was 
in many cases drowned out, and all ‘Spring 
crops were kept in a backward state. The 
suddenness of transition from wet to dry 
weather and the long continuation of the latter 
has nearly completed the ‘damage, and if rain 
does not fall soon the Spring crop will be be- 
yond restoration. The only crops which are 
certain, are the rye and hay crops. So the 
prospects for farmers are anything but encour- 
aging at present, 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE.

House, The Attorney General as well as his 
colleagues were ptit to confusion ‘and shame.

There is a Bill before the House, pur- 
porting to be a Bill for the improvement of 
the Harbor of Muntreal, but which, in fact, is 
simply « proposition to saddle the city of Mon- 
treal with an additional debt of £50,000 to 
improve the property of certain land jobbers, 
members and ex-members of parliamont. Tho 
Government favor this Bill, for the sake of 
commanding the allegiance of an influential 
and talented momber, who plays possum for 
them os chairman of the Committee on public 
accounts,—this said chairman being one of the 
parties desirous of Baa his property improy- 
ed. But the peoplo of Montreal do not relish
